In God We Trust 


E v ery strong nation in histxMy has liv ed by an 
ideal and has died when its ideals were dissipated. The 
a re a that ev entually becam e the I ’nited States w as 
founded principally by religious sects. Pilgrim s. P u ri­ 
tans. Q uakers. Rom an Catholics. Amish, M orav ians. 
Jew s, and m any others who cam e to these shores 
to w orship God according to the traditions of their 
ancestw s and their own beliefs. When a colony w as 
established and a tow’n w as founded, a schoi^house and 
a church w ere built. .And it w as tnc church which be­ 
cam e the center of the social and m oral life of the 
com m unity. We a re a religious people. 
.Most of the schoolm asters w ere clergym en and 
practically all the leading schools of higher learning 
such as H arv ard, Yale. Colum bia. Princfon 
w e r e 
founded by religious sects, originally to train clergy- 
m en. When the colonists found that they had to sepa­ 
ra te them selv es from G reat B ritain and to form a 
new nation, they issued a D eclaration of Independence 
in w’hich they spoke of ' ‘natu re’s law and natu re ’s 
God.” When they w rote a Constitution, they included 
an am endm ent for réllgious freedom . 
The President ha s a iwa y s ta ken his o ffice by 
a n o a th swo rn o n a Bible. Oa ths g enera lly end in 
the phra se, “ So help me (io d.” Lpo n the co ina g e 
o f the I ’nited Sta tes sta nds in bo ld relief the wo rds, 
“ In Go d We Trust.” The na tio na l a nthem o f o ur 
ro untry , “ The Sta r-Spa ng led Ba nner,” co nta ins Ihe 
phra .se, “ In Go d Is Our Trust.” 


The decision w ritten by Mr 
Justice Hugo Black 
elim inating God from the teaching of the young in 
tax-supported schools is m ast unusual in that he cites 
no references, no precedents for the expulsion of God 
frw n our civ ilization. 
A pparently, he did it all on his 
own and fiv e colleagues supported him. It was a cu ri­ 
ous decision for tirese men to m ake 
Hugo Black does not giv e any religious affiliation 
in hLs account in “ Who’s Who in A m erica.” As is well- 
known such biographical m aterial in usually 
\ repai ed 
by the per.son nam ed. Di^m Justice .Fnhn .Marshall 
H arlan, D itto Justice W illiam Joseph B rennan, who 
is reputed to be a Roman Catholic. Mr, Justice Will­ 
iam O. Douglas declare.s him self to be a Presbyterian 
and a Mason. He, at any rato, indicates pride in an­ 
cestry and affiliation. Mr, Justice Tom Clark is a 
P resbyterian, 
a Mason (32nd degree, Shrincr» . E arl 
W arren, the Chief Justice, describes him self as a 33rd 
degree .Mason txit (rffers no religion.

Fo r insta nce, the pra y er which 
beg ins with the wo rds, in Fng lisn tra nsla tio n, “ Tho u 
sha lt lo v e the I.z)rd thy Go d with a ll thy hea rt, a nd 
with a ll thy so ul a nd with a il thy mig ht, etc.,” 
co m es directly fro m Heutero no my a nd is spo ken 
by Jew a nd Christia n a like. All the Psa lm s a re 
pra y ers a nd o ne o f the mo st bea utiful, the 2 3 rd. 
Is recited a t the funera l -icrv ices o f Jew

Christia n a like.

The Court And Moral Teaching In The Schools 


WASHINGTON - R arely in the 
history of the Suprem e Court of 
the United States has it had oc­ 
casion to define to w hat extent 
the teaching of m orality or the 
m ere exposition of religious doct­ 
rine in the classroom becom es a 
v iolation 
of 
the 
constitution’s 
edict that there shall be no re ­ 
ligious ’’establishm ent” 
im posed 
by law. 
The court, of cour.se, has had 
to deal frequently in the past with 
a v ariety of collateral issues. It 
ruled inv alid in 192.5 an Oregon 
state 
law 
which 
com pelled 
all 
children to attend public schools. 
The court said this w as unconsti­ 
tutional 
because 
it 
interfered 
w ith the right of the free exer­ 
cise 
of religion 
by 
those who 
wished to go to parochial schools. 
Then Illinois passed a law' which 
prov ided th at religious instru ct­ 
ion could be giv en on the prem - 
i.ses of public schools by v isiting 
clergym en 
and 
that 
those 
stu ­ 
dents 
whose 
parents 
objected 
could be excused from 
attend ­ 
ance. The Court in 1948 said the 
m ere use of the school building 
^ r this purpose w as unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Subsequently New York State 
pa.ssed a 
law 
perm itting those 
students who desired to do so to 
leav e the building during a c er­ 
tain school hour each week to 
go to their respectiv e churches 
for instruction. This w as called 
“ released tim e" and w as upheld 
in 1952 by the Suprem e Court of 
the United States. It is the “ law 
of the land” today. It w as a per­ 
m issiv e act 
inv olv ing the con­ 
sent of the state gov ernm ent. 
But not one of these decisions 
dealt 
specifically 
with 
w h a t 
really constitutes religious tra in ­ 
ing or prayer or discussion of 
religious principles in the class­ 
room 
The closest to this pha.se 
w as a fam ous decision 
handed 
down in 1844 known as the Gi­ 
rard Uollege case 
It 
has had 
.sequels in ca.ses before the courts

Ruanda-TJrundi might be a source of high 
comedy, were it not such a probable site of 
tragedy. By a vote of the U. N. General Assem* 
bly, taken last Wednesday, the tiny m ist terri­ 
tory about twice the size of Maryland was divid­ 
ed just yesterday into Africa’s two newest, 
weakest and potentially most chaotic states— 
the Republic of Rwanda and the Kingdom cf 
Burundi. 
Both lands are poor. Their five million na­ 
tives produce coffee, cotton and some minerals, 
but there never is enough to go around. Four 
centuries ago the Watusi, a tribe considered 
among the world’s tallest people, invaded the 
area, bringing with them some scrawny cattle. 
The middle-sized people, the Hutu or Bahutu, 
were farmers and peasants. They wanted cattle 
and so became herdsmen for the Watusi. who 
in turn became sort of feudal earls. Now the 
Hutu are about 84 per cent of the population, 
which includes the Twa. a minority group of 
pygmies. 
In the 19th Century the territory became 
part of Germany’s East African holdings. Since 
World War I it has been a Belgian trusteeship. 
The Belgians about IO years ago began giving 
the Hutu more power in native councils, thereby 
precipitating bloody revolts in Ruanda, where 
the Watusi were overthrown. 60,000 of them 
fleeing into the Congo. Now their terrorists, 
the Ineynzi (cockroaches), raid Hutu villages 
in the Congo and Tanganyika. In Urundi things 
are calmer. The Watusi are still in charge, and 
their king, Mwami Mwambutsa IV, will be a 
constitutional 
monarch. 
The 
Hutu, 
however, 
have some rights and privileges. 
Under the U. N. decision, the 900 Belgian 
paratroopers, the only possible source of se­ 
curity, can stay till August I. or longer if re­ 
quested by the new government. But even if 
there’s no tribal warfare, administrators and 
technicians will be needed.

In God We Trust 


Every strong nation in history has lived by an 
ideel and has died when its ideals were dissipated. The 
area that eventually became the United States was 
founded principally by religious sects, Pilgrims. Puri­ 
tans. Quakers. Roman Catholics. Amish. Moravians, 
Jews, and many others who cam e to these shores 
to worship God according to the traditions of their 
ancestors and their own beliefs. When a colony was 
established and a town was founded, a schoolhouse and 
a church were built. And it was tile church which be­ 
came the center of the social and moral life of 1he 
community. We are a religious people. 
Most of the schoolmasters were clergymen and 
practically all the leading schools of higher learning 
such as Harvard, Yale. Columbia. Princton w e r e 
founded by religious sects, originally to train clergy­ 
men. When the colonists found that they had to sepa­ 
rate themselves from Great Briiain and to form a 
new nation, they issued a Declaration of Independence 
in w'hich they spoke of "nature's law and nature's 
God." When they wrote a Constitution, they included 
an amendment for religious freedom. 
Tile President has always taken his office by 
an oath sworn on a Bible. Oaths generally end in 
the phrase, ‘‘So help me God." Upon the coinage 
of the United States stands in bold relief the words, 
“ In God We T rust.” The national anthem of our 
country, ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner,” contains the 
phrase, ‘‘In God Is Our Trust.” 
The decision written by Mr. Justice Hugo Plack 
eliminating God from the teaching of the young in 
tax-supported schools is most unusual in that he cites 
no references, no precedents for the expulsion of God 
from our civilization. Apparently, he did it all on his 
own and five colleagues supported him. It was a curi­ 
ous decision for these men to make 
Hugo Black does not give any religious affiliation 
in his account in "Who's Who in Am erica.” As is well­ 
known such biographical m aterial in usually prepared 
by the person named. Ditto Justice John Marshall 
Harlan. Ditto Justice William Joseph Brennan, who 
is reputed to be a Roman Catholic. Mr. Justice Will­ 
iam O. Douglas declares himself to be a Presbyterian 
and a Mason. He. at any rate. indicates pride in an­ 
cestry and affiliation. Mr. Justice Tom Clark is a 
Presbyterian, a Mason (32nd degree. Shrined. Earl 
Warren, the Chief Justice, describes himself as a 33rd 
degree Mason but offers no religion. 
It is difficult to understand how six such men 
reached the conclusion that an undenominational 
prayer, especially prepared to avoid offending any 
sect in the religions of God and voluntarily em ­ 
ployed. could be offensive to a civilization which 
hoses itself up on the Hebrew Old Testament and 
the Christian New Testament. Thwe are prayers 
which are employed by all denominations of the 
religions of God. For instance, the prayer which 
begins with the words, in Knglish translation, “ Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul and with ail thy might, etc.,” 
comes directly from Deuteronomy and is spoken 
by Jew and Christian alike. All the Psalm s are 
prayers and one of the most beautiful, the 23rd. 
is recited at the funeral >ervires of Jew and 
Christian alike. 
The Old Tesament, the Jewish part of the Bible, 
* consists of the Torah, the five books of Moses, the 
J N’viim, the Prophets, and the Psalm s. The New Testa­ 
ment consists of the Apostles, the Epistles and the 
Apocalypse 
Perhaps some of the books have been 
lost over the centuries, but what we have is the basis 
of our civilization. There are some who quarrel over 
the translations and therein lies sectarianism but no 
one quarrels over the theological basis of the Judaic- 
Christian civilization, namely "There is but one God,” 
and the Moral Law which we often refer to, without 
complication, as the Ten Commandments Without tnis 
basis, we have no civilization, no form, no character. 
no distinctiveness. 
Soviet Russia and the other Communist countries 
base themselves on Marxism-Leninism, which can be 
term ed, dialectical materialism . 
We in the United 
States base ourselves on the religions of God. Neither 
the Supreme Court nor any other body can erase God 
from our hearts, for we shall teach our children to 
pray for His gentle kindness and mercy no m atter 
wrhat the black-robed secularists say. 
May God have mercy on their souls!

The Court And Moral Teaching In The Schools 


WASHINGTON - Rarely in the 
history of the Supreme Court of 
the United States has it had oc­ 
casion to define to what extent 
the teaching of morality or the 
m ere exposition of religious doct­ 
rine in the classroom becomes a 
violation 
of 
the 
constitution’s 
edict that there shall be no re­ 
ligious "establishm ent” 
imposed 
by law. 
The court, of course, has had 
to deal frequently in the past with 
a variety of collateral issues. It 
ruled invalid in 1925 an Oregon 
stale 
law which compelled 
all 
children to attend public schools. 
The court said this was unconsti­ 
tutional 
because 
it 
interfered 
with the right of the free exer­ 
cise of religion 
by those who 
wished to go to parochial schools. 
Then Illinois passed a law which 
provided that religious instruct­ 
ion could be given on the prem ­ 
ises of public schools by visiting 
clergymen and that those 
stu­ 
dents 
whose 
parents 
objected 
could he excused from attend­ 
ance. The Court in 1948 said the 
m ere use of the school building 
for this purpose was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Subsequently New York State 
passed a law permitting those 
students who desired to do so to 
leave the building during a cer­ 
tain school hour each week to 
go to their respective churches 
for instruction. This was called

in 1952 by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It is the "law 
of the land" today. It was a per­ 
missive act 
involving the con­ 
sent of the state government. 
But not one of these decisions 
dealt 
specifically 
with

really constitutes religious train­ 
ing or prayer or discussion of 
religious principles in the class­ 
room. The closest to this phase 
was a famous decision handed 
down in 1844 known as the Gi­ 
rard College case 
It has had 
sequels in cases before the courts 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
The Supreme 
Court 
of

States, 
moreover, let stand a state rul­ 
ing on one aspect of the Girard 
case even as recently as 1958. 
While the Girard case of more 
than a century ago dealt with 
an

Supreme Court ruled last week 
in relation to New York State's 
prescription of a formal prayer 
in public schools, it is interesting 
to note the over all friendliness 
which the highest court in the 
land once exhibited toward class­ 
room teaching of morality and 
the proper conduct of the 
in­ 
dividual. 
It happened that Stephen Gi­ 
rard left a big sum of money 
to found a college to be admini­ 
stered by the city government in 
Philadelphia. He provided in his 
will that no minister or ecclesi­ 
astic representing any sect should 
be allowed to become a member 
of the faculty. He wrote as fol­ 
lows : 
"I do not mean to cast any 
reflection upon any sect or per­ 
son whatsoever. But as there is 
such a multitude of sects and 
such 
a 
diversity 
of 
opinion 
amongst them. I desire to keep 
the tender minds of the orphans. 


who 
are 
to 
derive 
advantage 
from this bequest, free from the 
excitement which clashing doct­ 
rines and sectarian controversy 
are so apt to produce.” 
The 
will 
was 
challenged 
in 
court on the ground that it violat­ 
ed a law of Pennsylvania which 
said that the Christian religion 
was a part of the common law 
of that state and that Mr. Gi­ 
rard ’s instructions in his bequest 
were really an 
attack on the 
Christian religion and a viola­ 
tion of state law. 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United States, in unanimously up­ 
holding the will. wrote an opinion 
which 
in effect 
said 
that 
the 
teaching 
of , the 
principles 
of 
morality by laymen instructors 
was equivalent to the teaching of 
Christianity’s 
philosophy 
a n d 
that hence, instead of violating 
state 
law. 
it was 
really con­ 
forming to the idea that Christ­

He got up and said: "Just 
look at all eight of us. 
Do you 
think there’s a * blank* one of us 
who is capable of giving FDR 
any help? 
I hope you send me 
to Washington for two reasons. 
First, I want to help Mike Kir­ 
wan. and second I want to help 
you.” 
Kirwan polled the most votes 
and has been sent back to Wash­ 
ington each two years ever since. 
He firmly believes that voters 
want a sincere and frank repre­ 
sentative, rather than a sophisti­ 
cate who got his learning out of 
books.

WThere can the purest principles 
of morality he learned so clearly 
or so perfectly as from the New 
Testament? Where are benevol­ 
ence, the love of truth, sobriety, 
and industry, so powerfully and 
irresistibly inculcated as in the 
sacred volume9 The testator has 
not said how these great prin­ 
ciples are to be taught, or by 
whom, except it be by layman, 
nor what books are to be used to 
explain 
or 
enforce 
them. 
All 
that 
we can 
gather from 
his 
language is, that he desired to 
exclude sectarians and sectarian­ 
ism from the college, leaving the 
instructors and officers free to 
teach the purest morality, 
the 
love of truth, sobriety, and in­ 
dustry, by all appropriate means; 
and of course including the best, 
the surest, and the most im pres­ 
sive. 
This decision will he read and 
reread today in view of the 6 
to I opinion handed bown by the 
Supreme Court last week. For 
while the ruling just made bars 
"official prayer” and any state 
rekuirem ent that it shall be re ­ 
cited as a daily exercise, the 
principles laid down in the Girard 
case are valid today. Morality 
can be discussed and taught in 
the public schools without violat­ 
ing the Constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States.
